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Pair jailed for 56 
years for murder

TWO men received mini¬ 
mum jail sentences total¬ 
ling 56 years on Friday for 
murdering father-of- 
three Atul Shah in a sadis¬ 
tic failed robbery. 

Kyle Pitchford-Price, 23, 
of Dovehouse Hill, Luton 
and Luke West, 23, of 
Abbots Wood Road, Luton, 
who had both previously 
been found guilty of Mr 
Shah’s murder, were jailed 
for life at Luton Crown 
Court. 

Pitchford-Price was given 
a minimum term of 30 
years and West a mini¬ 
mum term of 26 years, 
along with concurrent 13 
year sentences for conspir¬ 
acy to rob. Pitchford-Price 
was also handed a concur¬ 
rent two year sentence for 
conspiracy to pervert the 
course of justice. 

Their victim, 47-year-old 
Atul Shah, was bound and 
savagely beaten to death 
by the two, who had spent 
the night of January 6

bingeing on drink and 
drugs before forcing entry 
to his Crescent Road flat in 
Luton in a bid to steal cash 
and the 20 cannabis plants 
he was growing. 

They bound his hands 
and feet, kicking and 
punching him before the 
violence intensified and 
Pitchford-Price smashed 
an exercise weight into his 
mouth. He was left with a 
fractured eye socket, lac¬ 
erations to his neck and 
had chemicals poured over 
his face. 

Judge Richard Foster, the 


Recorder of Luton, told 
Pitchford-Price and West: 
“I am satisfied you were 
both in it together and 
both inflicted violence. 
The attack must have gone 
on for 30 minutes or more.” 

He added that Pitchford- 
Price showed no remorse. 

Pitchford-Price’s girl¬ 
friend, Corrina Armstrong, 
21, also of Dovehouse Hill, 
Luton, was sentenced to 
two and a half years in 
prison for conspiring to 
commit a burglary and 
conspiring to pervert the 
course of justice.

Detective Inspector Aaron Kiff said the shoot¬ 
ing was bring treated as an ‘isolated incident’ 
but increased police patrols would be operating 
to reassure the community.

Brexit round two 


A COUNCIL committee is urging the town’s MPs 
to call for another referendum on Brexit.

Tip closure plan back on the 
agenda after idea rubbished

PROPOSALS to partially close 
council rubbish tips have hit a 
snag, after the council’s scrutiny 
board urged Luton Borough 
Council to rethink its plans. 

On Monday, the council’s over¬ 
view and scrutiny committee 
agreed to a proposal asking exec¬ 
utive members to rethink their 
plans to close the town’s two tip 
sites one day a week and reduce 
the opening hours on the days 
they will remain open. 


Accusing the Labour-run 
Council of ‘planning to make the 
town dirtier than it already is’ 
Liberal Democrat leader, David 
Franks, said his colleagues think 
Labour has lost sight of the basic 
housekeeping necessities. 

“They want people to recycle 
more of their waste and so they’ve 
decided to make recycling more 
difficult, how logical is that? 

“The officer report they were 
considering said reducing the 
opening hours of the two council 
recycling centres would not save 
money and may lead to more 


fly-tipping. But they are going to 
do it anyway. 

“It’s the latest part of Labour’s 
plan to make our town even dirti¬ 
er than it already is.” 

The overview and scrutiny board 
has recommended that the coun¬ 
cil reconsider opening hours after 
a six months trial period if there is 
any evidence of an increase in fly 
tipping. 

Labour Cllr Tom Shaw said: “We 
went out to public consultation on 
this and we’re doing what the 
public want us to do. 

“We’re doing well on cracking 


down on fly-tipping and we’ve got 
a number of new measures in 
place to further cut down on the 
problem. 

“I’m that confident in the pro¬ 
posals, that I suggest the six 
month trial period, so if there are 
any problems with fly-tipping we 
can go back to it and look at a plan 
B.” 

A decision on the recommenda¬ 
tion will be made at Luton 
Borough Council’s Executive 
meeting tomorrow evening.

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Which day of the week do Luton babies like best? 


THURSDAY’S child has far to go, 
according to an old nursery rhyme. 

A Luton on Sunday Freedom of 
Information request, comparing birth 
data from the last five years, has 
revealed that babies born at Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital are most likely to 
take their first breath on a Thursday. 

The figures for each year showed 
mums are consistently less likely to 
give birth at Bedford Hospital on a 
Saturday or a Sunday than a weekday. 


If you’re an expectant parent with 
your fingers crossed for a bouncing 
baby boy, the odds are in your favour 
as more males than females are born in 
Luton Hospital on every day of the 
week. 

An average 184 additional boys than 
girls are registered to Luton Hospital 
every year. 

This compares to Bedford, where an 
average 59 more boys than girls are 
born each year. 


But hundreds more babies overall 
make their entrance in Luton- 5289 
children were registered with Luton 
Hospital on their birth certificates 
between July 2015-July 2016, while 
2,774 babies were born at Bedford in 
the same time period. 

The number of mothers choosing 
Luton Hospital is growing steadily. An 
extra 146 Luton babies were born in the 
last twelve months compared to 2011, 
when 5143 boys and girls were born.

However, the undoubted crown 
jewel is the signature of striker Geoff 


Hurst, who scored the two crucial 
extra time goals 

It was donated to the auction by a 
man named Adam Murry who met a 
girl with A-T some years ago and has 
supported the charity ever since. 

Ataxia-Telangiectasia affects chil¬ 
dren born apparently healthy, 
become more and more physically 


disabled. They will be using a wheel¬ 
chair full-time by the age of ten, and 
have a high risk of developing cancer 
and lung disease.

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Cops could face 
criminal charges

FIVE police officers could 
face criminal charges after a 
student was left in a perma¬ 
nently vegatative state fol¬ 
lowing his arrest. 

Julian, now 23, was studying 
sport science at the University 
of Bedfordshire when he was 
arrested by officers in May 
2013 at a nightclub in Bedford 
after being asked to leave. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) has now made a refer¬ 
ral to the Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) to consider 
charges over the actions of 


the Bedfordshire officers, 
who are also facing gross 
misconduct proceedings. 

The decision follows a 
three-year investigation into 
the events surrounding the 
serious and life-limiting inju¬ 
ries sustained by Julian. 

Julian suffered brain dam¬ 
age and a broken neck during 
his arrest. 

Now his family have wel¬ 
comed the first steps towards 
getting ‘justice for Julian’. 

A statement from Julian’s 
mother Claudia after the 
decision was announced 
read: “Along with my family, I 
welcome the IPCC announce¬ 
ment that five police officers 


will face gross misconduct 
charges in disciplinary hear¬ 
ings. 

“Julian is still alive, but it 
cannot be said that he is real¬ 
ly living. 

“We want to see justice for 
Julian. It will not bring him 
back, but we hope the CPS 
makes a swift decision on 
criminal prosecutions 
against the officers.” 

A referral to the CPS is made 
when the IPCC investigation 
indicates that a criminal 
offence may have been com¬ 
mitted. 

It does not mean that crimi¬ 
nal charges will necessarily 
follow. 


Army vet given £50k after being tased by cops 


AN army veteran has 
received a £50,000 
payout from 
Bedfordshire Police 
after he was tased in 
Luton town centre 
while suffering a 
flashback linked to his 
post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD). 

The man, referred to 
as Michael for legal 


reasons, served in the 
army for 18 years and 
reached the rank of 
corporal. 

He was posted to 
Northern Ireland and 
was injured by a hand 
grenade in Bosnia in 
1991. 

He subsequently 
developed mental 
health issues, includ¬ 


ing PTSD. In May 2014 
he suffered a flash¬ 
back, became disori¬ 
entated and hid in 
bushes near Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital, 
believing he was back 
in the Army. 

He successfully 
launched civil action 
against the force after 
being tased by offic¬ 


ers despite the situa¬ 
tion appearing calm, 
which exacerbated his 
mental health issues 
and meant he was 
barely able to leave 
his home.

A BURY Park councillor is 
urging residents to report 
drug use to the cops - after 
the area ranked highly for 
the number of drug incidents 
reported to the police. 

The estate came second 
only to Luton town centre for 
the number of drug incidents 
recorded by police in the 
town in the last six months. 

Since February there have 
been 66 reports from Luton 
town centre, with 15 being 


recorded in Bury Park. High 
Town and Dunstable town 
centre both scored 14, while 
Biscot had 13 reports. 

There were 244 recorded 
across the whole borough. 

The figures were obtained 
from police.uk - which maps 
out any calls made to police 
forces. 

Tahir Khan, a ward council¬ 
lor for Bury Park and the 
town’s mayor, has urged resi¬ 
dents to report any drug use 
to the police if they see it. 

He said: “Although 15 inci¬ 
dents doesn’t look stagger¬ 


ingly high, one is too many. I 
do get some residents raising 
concerns, and we take them 
seriously and liaise with the 
police. 

“We always encourage resi¬ 
dents to report these issues to 
the police if they can. 

“I know some people are 
reluctant to report these kind 
of things to the police, but 
you can do it anonymously if 
you don’t want to give your 
name.”

The planning and work 
started way back January 
bringing together key Faith 
leaders together and engag¬ 
ing with schools and the 
community. This year’s hosts

Bouncer caught 
by paedo hunter

A CLUB bouncer who trav¬ 
elled from the north of 
England to Luton expecting 
to meet a 14-year-old school¬ 
girl for sex has been found 
guilty of attempting to meet 
a child following sexual 
grooming. 

Heavily-built Shaun 
Torevell, 48, believed he was 
having explicit conversations 
with a schoolgirl over the 
internet, but in fact it was 
paedophile hunter Neil Ivall. 


When Torevell arrived at 
Luton railway station on his 
motorbike, he was greeted by 
Mr Ivall, from Dunstable, 
who handed him to police. 

Torevell was convicted on 
Tuesday by a jury at Luton 
Crown Court of attempting to 
meet a child following sexual 
grooming on May 9 this year. 

Judge Philip Bartle QC 
granted him bail while pro¬ 
bation reports are prepared, 
but warned Torevell: “You 
have been found guilty of an 
extremely seriously offence. 

“There is a real likelihood 


the sentence will be one of 
immediate custody.” 

In the witness box Mr Ivall 
told the jury he set up a fake 
Facebook account in the 
name of a 14-year-old called 
Jenni Johnston, using the pic¬ 
ture of a friend when she was 
that age. 

Mr Ivall said he made it 
clear the girl was 14, offering 
the defendant a way out. 

Torevell said he is not a pae¬ 
dophile and thought he was 
meeting someone over 18. 

The judge set a sentencing 
date for October 21.

A NURSERY has come from 
being in special measures to 
finally being graded ‘good' 
by inspectors.

IN four years time your vote 
could be counted in a com¬ 
pletely different part of the 
county - as a review finally 
begins into the layout of con¬ 
stituency boundaries.

AS proposals were first announced this 
week as to how constituency boundaries 
could be altered across the country, JAMES 
AVERILL speaks to two local members of 
parliament on what the changes could 
mean - both for residents and themselves 


Regis to the area currently 
called Luton North. 

The new constituency, 
which would be called Luton 
North and Houghton, is one 
of the changes put forward in 
a bid to make each constitu¬ 
ency more equal. 

The plans would also see 
the number of MPs in the 
House of Commons reduced 
from 650 to 600. 

But some of the changes - 
less the geography, more the 
politics behind them - aren’t 
too pleasing to one MP. 

Gavin Shuker represents 
Luton South, which would 
gain the Barnfield ward from 
the current Luton North con¬ 
stituency, and also bring in 
Caddington from South West 
Bedfordshire. 


Mr Shuker told Luton on 
Sunday. “It’s now being 
drawn up on the number of 
people who are registered to 
vote rather than population. 

“There are two million peo¬ 
ple who registered to vote 
during the Brexit campaign, 
and they are not included in 
the proposals. 

“The numbers will be out of 
date, which is why we should 
stop the process. We think it 
would be better to everyone 
who lives in a place rather 
than disenfranchise the poor 
and vulnerable, who are less 
likely to register to vote. 

“If you want fairer constitu¬ 
encies, we are signed up to 
that. What we are not signed 
up to is making it harder for 
your voice to be heard

Houghton Regis would be moved from the 
South West Bedfordshire constituency into a new one, to be named Luton North and Houghton 


because you live in a less 
affluent area. 

“It’s going to make it easier 
to elect Conservatives.” 

The proposals are drawn up 
by the Boundary Commission 
for England (BCE), which is 
an independent and impar¬ 
tial body. 

But the plans are just the 
start, and will go through 
three consultation periods 
over the next two years. 

The BCE will make its final 
recommendations to 
Parliament in September 
2018. 

Sam Hartley, secretary to 
the commission, said: ‘These 
are just the Commission’s 
initial thoughts - during the 
next 12 weeks we want people 
to take a look and tell us what 
they like and don’t like about 
our proposals.” 

Andrew Selous is the MP for 
South West Bedfordshire. 


Under the proposals he 
would lose Houghton Regis 
and Whipsnade from his 
constituency. And his views 
differ from Gavin Shuker’s, in 
that he feels the scheme is 
simply about fairness. 

He said: “It’s quite unset¬ 
tling actually. No MP wants 
to lose any part of their con¬ 
stituency because you 
become quite attached to 
them. 

“So I’m disappointed I 
would be losing Houghton 
Regis, but understand why 
the change is being made. 

“It’s a matter of simple fair¬ 
ness. The current boundaries 
were drawn up 20 years ago 
and are out of date, and pop¬ 
ulation figures are some¬ 
times unreliable. 

“Each constituency will 
have to have between 73,000 
and 78,000 registered voters. 

“Why should some MPs 


have twice the amont of con¬ 
stituents, twice the amount 
of work, but only get one 
vote? It’s simply making 
things fairer for everyone.” 

If you want to find out more, 
a public hearing on the 
boundary changes is being 
held at Luton Town Hall on 
November 7 and 8.

Up on the 35th floor, residents 
can use the spa, swimming pool 
with infinity edge, Jacuzzi, 
fitness suite and gym, while 
they’ll also be able to kick back 
in a club room with cocktail 


bar, cinema room and 
community area. 

Chinese developer Greenland 
Group is building the £800m 
project next to Canary Wharf 
by 2020, expecting it to attract 
investors and buyers from the 
UK and overseas, despite 
concerns that there’s a glut of 
homes in parts of the capital, 
with some London house prices 
slumping following the Brexit 
vote.

ARMCHAIR golfers are readying 
themselves for the excitement 
and sporting rivalry of the Ryder 
Cup which tees off later this 
month. 

Americans, including Tiger 
Woods and Phil Mickelson, will 
take on their European 
counterparts, headed by captain 
Darren Clarke, in a bid to regain 
the trophy. 

They’ll be especially keen to 
conquer, as Europe won for the 
third successive time at the last 
biennial clash at Gleneagles in 
2014. 

Refreshingly, in a sport that’s 
known for its big money prizes, 
the high-profile Ryder Cup - 
named after English 
businessman Samuel Ryder who 
donated the trophy - is played 
only for honour as the players 
won’t get a penny in prize 
money. 

Italian golfer Francesco 
Molinari helped secure one of 
the recent European wins in 2012 
when he halved with Tiger 
Woods the last singles match on 
the final day. 


The half-point meant Europe 
won the cup outright. 

He was also on the victorious 
Ryder Cup teams in 2010 and is 
widely regarded as Italy’s best 
golfer - although like Rory 
Mcllroy he was one of the many 
who dropped out of the Olympics 
- and didn’t make the cut for this 
year’s tournament on 27 
September in Chaska, 

Minnesota.

Somewhere to let off steam? 



RAILWAY enthusiast and 
Thomas the Tank Engine author 
the Reverend W. Awdry was 
inspired to write about his 
famous locomotives while lying 
in bed as a child. 

He would hear steam engines 
powering up the hill at a nearby 
tunnel from his bedroom at 
night while growing up at 
Journey’s End during the 1920s. 
They became stories which 
Awdry later told to his son 
Christopher when he was ill 
with measles and Awdry later 
went on to write his first book, 
set on the fictional island of 
Sodor, in 1945. 

Cheeky Thomas has become a 
British icon for generations of 
youngsters, who still love the 
books about derailments and 
disasters - often brought about 
by an engine’s arrogance, 
stubbornness, jealousy or 
ambition. 

But in recent years some 
parents have taken exception to 
Thomas, branding the books a 
bad example to youngsters 


because they make analogies 
between the Rev’s Christian 
faith; the engines always pay the 
price if they go off the rails. 

Despite this, Thomas is a 
literary and merchandising 
phenomenon worth millions 
which has spawned films, toys, 
games and clothes and is 
currently watched by youngsters 
as Thomas & Friends on TV 

His former home, now named 
Lome House in Box, Wiltshire, 


is run as a boutique bed and 
breakfast, attracting 
Thomas-loving visitors from 
around the world. 

It’s for sale at Elm with a 
plaque outside commemorating 
Rev Awdry’s time there from 
1920 to 1928. The six bedrooms 
all have en-suite wet rooms, 
while there are five reception 
rooms and a sizeable garden.

Hyundai’s people pleaser

Hyundai has taken the wraps off 
its new i30 hatchback describing it 
as the new people’s car. 

Designed, built and tested in 
Europe, the third generation i30 
will be on sale in Britain next 
spring. 

It will make its public debut at 
the Paris Motor Show later this 
month. 

Speaking at the reveal of the new 
model at Hyundai’s European 
headquarters in Frankfurt the 
Korean car maker’s chief designer 
Peter Schreyer described the new 
i30 as a car which combined prac¬ 
ticality with excitement. 

The i30’s sleek design includes a 
new look front which will become 
a feature of all Hyundais in the 
future. 

A larger grille with a more 
upright stance and sculpted body 
lines flowing into the side panels 
are standout characteristics. 

A new 1.4-litre turbo petrol 
engine will be joining the line up 
and with an output of 140ps it 
delivers healthy performance sta¬ 
tistics of 0 to 60 in less than nine 
seconds. The new engine will sit 
alongside a 1.0-litre three-cylin¬ 
der unit developing 120ps while 
diesels - which will be as eco¬ 
nomical as 84mpg with emissions 
as low as 89g/km - will use 


Hyundai’s current 1.6-litre engine 
in the states of tune developing 
between 95 and 136ps. 

As well as six speed manual 
transmission the latest i30 will be 
available with Hyundai’s new sev¬ 
en-speed DCT semi-automatic 
box. 

Onboard connectivity includes 
Apple CarPlay as well as Android 
Auto and the dash is centred on an 
eight-inch high definition touch¬ 
screen display. 

“We thought about the people 


who would drive it,” said Mr 
Schreyer, adding that connectivi¬ 
ty for all the family now had to be 
a major factor in car design. 

Wireless phone charging will 
also be available and the new i30 
has a full suite of automated driv¬ 
ing features such as autonomous 
emergency braking, pedestrian 
detection, automatic cruise con¬ 
trol, lane departure warnings and 
a driver fatigue monitor. 

The car sits on a new chassis and 
is said to be some 10 per cent 


lighter than the current i30 but 20 
per cent more rigid - a feature 
which will improve handling as 
well as making it more sturdy. 

Changes have also been made to 
the steering and the suspension 
and the car has been honed over 
more than 5,000 miles around 
Hyundai’s test facility where it has 
completed more than 480 laps of 
fine tuning. Inside, the trim and 
finish has been refined and the 
dashboard smartened up with 
fewer controls.

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Volkswagen Golf 2.0 Est 

Take a look inside...

It’s unlikely to have the neigh¬ 
bours’ curtains twitching for a 
sneak view - but the Volkswagen 
Golf Estate is the archetypal fam¬ 
ily transport that puts practicality 
and sensibility at the top of the 
list. 

A boxy shape, straight lines and 
an upright stance are the styling 
cues here. 

But the GTD version has a lit¬ 
tle secret. Beneath the innocuous 
bonnet is a punchy 2.0-litre turbo 
diesel that pumps out a useful 
181 bhp - sufficient to put a smile 
on drivers more accustomed to 
warm hatches or sports saloons. 

With lowered suspension, 
tweaked braking system and 
oodles of torque, the GTD puts 
back the fun in family motoring 
without penalising either econo¬ 
my of carrying capacity. 

Despite being capable of des¬ 
patching the 0-62mph sprint in 
an eager sub-eight seconds and 
topping out at I42mph, it will 
happily return a regular 50mpg 
on commuter runs. 

The turbo diesel packs a gen¬ 
erous 280lb/ft of torque which 
means mid range acceleration is 
of the thump-in-the-back variety. 

Steering is direct and relatively 
high geared relaying decent 
road-feel back to the helm. With 
a relatively heavy front end, it 


doesn’t feel quite as nimble as 
some petrol models, but there’s 
a reassuringly solid feel about the 
Golf which holds its own appeal. 

Engine noise is well suppressed 

- better in fact than other VW 
Group models that use the same 
unit. There’s little need to use 
high revs because of the ample 
torque, which helps make it a 
particularly relaxing car on long 
journeys. 

The six-speed DSG automatic 
gearbox fitted to the test car is 
the icing on the cake. Standard 
fitting is a six-speed manual gear¬ 
box. 

The twin clutch system - an ex¬ 
tra £ 1,400 - is fast and smooth 
with imperceptible changes. 
There’s a slight penalty on econ¬ 
omy and C02 emissions but I 
reckon it is outweighed by ease 
of driving. If you want greater 
control, there’s a set of pad¬ 
dles to play with on the steering 
wheel. 

The cabin design of the Estate 
faithfully follows that of the Golf 
hatch - sensible, solid and smart. 
The GTD gets a few nice touches 
of flair such as the traditional tar¬ 
tan trimmed seats and leather- 
covered steering wheel. 

When it comes to luggage 
space, it’s up there with the best 

- only the cavernous Skoda Oc- 
tavia estate beats it. With rear 
seats in place there’s 605litres of 
cargo room.

Lowest mileage MG in the world?

A 2004 MG ZT 1.8 Turbo, with an unbelievable three miles on the clock 
is set to go under the hammer at a classic car auction later this month. 
The car is exactly as it left the factory and its owner, who bought it 
for half price following the collapse of MG Rover, believes that it’s 
the best condition and lowest mileage MG Rover in the world. It will 
be auctioned at Classic Car Auction’s sale on September 24th at the 
Warwickshire Exhibition Centre where it is expected to fetch between 
£8,500 and £10,500. 

The current and only owner purchased the car from a Derby based dealer 
who was selling off the cars in 2005. It was then delivered to his farm just 


outside Silverstone race circuit with only one mile on the clock. The car was 
immediately placed into storage, initially in a heated garage, subsequently in 
a Carcoon and latterly in a Car Bag. Amazingly, the owner has driven the car 
just two miles along the driveway, meaning the mileage now reads only three 
mil es. Finished in British Racing Green, it is in immaculate condition and 
exactly as it left the Longbridge factory. It still has the original ContiSport 
tyres and even the same fuel that was put in the tank all those years ago. 
The 1.8 litre turbocharged Rover K-Series engine is gleaming. The high spec 
interior, so well preserved there’s still a new car smell, features half leather 
seats, green alcantara door lining, air conditioning and CD player 



Retro seven revives swinging sixties

THE Swinging Sixties are being brought back to life by 
Caterham in the shape of a new throw-back variant of its 
iconic Seven which was originally on the drawing board in 
the mid-60’s but never launched. 

This time-capsule car has been brought to life as the 
Caterham Seven Sprint and is designed to delight Seven 
purists with retro detailing and a host of nostalgia-soaked 
features, including a choice of six paint colours that were 
original British manufacturer colours available in 1966/67. 
Many of the new model’s features hark back to the legendary 
Colin Chapman’s original Lotus 7 - the fore-runner of 
today’s Caterham Seven - including a powder-coated grey, 
chassis which is period-accurate for a Series 2 Lotus 7. The 
suspension and rollover bar are also reminiscent of Colin 
Chapman’s original while the flared front wings, polished 
exhaust silencer and uniquely retro-styled, individual rear 
lights all hark back to the early days of the Seven. The retro 
feel continues in the cockpit with a wooden-rimmed sports 
steering wheel and dashboard in wood effect plus interior 
panels and upholstery hand-stitched and finished in striking 
scarlet red. Priced at £27,995, however, the Sprint has a 
very 21st century price tag even though there are very few 
concessions to modern life, the main one being the three- 
pot 80hp Suzuki engine which was originally installed in 
Caterham’s entry-level Seven 160 model. 



The launch of the Sprint heralds the start of Caterham’s ‘60 
years of the Seven’ celebrations, which will culminate with a 
spectacular festival next summer. To reflect the anniversary 
further, only 60 of the factory-built Sprints will be destined 
for the UK and European markets. Says Caterham Cars 
CEO, Graham Macdonald: “We have always prided 
ourselves on continually developing the Seven during the 44 
years we have been custodian of the model.” “But we never 
wished to dismiss our heritage either and I know there are 
plenty of Seven purists and aficionados out there who will 
really appreciate the level of detail we’ve gone to with the 
Sprint to resurrect the spirit of those early cars.” “It’s a car 
that has been built today, with all the benefits that modern 
engineering brings with it, but the essence of the swinging 
‘60s and is the perfect precursor to our 60th-anniversary 
celebration in 2017.” 


VOLKSWAGEN UP!S THE ELECTRO ANTE

ALL-electric motoring is now available for little more than 
£20k with the arrival of the electrically-powered version of 
Volkswagen’s up! city car. With its 82 PS electric motor the 
e-up! boasts a peak torque figure of 210 Nm, equating to a 0-62 
mph time of 12.4 seconds and a top speed of 80 mph with a 
maximum range of around 93 miles between charges. Power is 
provided by a lithium-ion battery pack located within the car’s 
floor mated to a single-speed gearbox. The battery weighs 230 
kg but, despite this, the e-up! still weighs less than its internal 
combustion-engined sibling, tipping the scales at 1,139 kg 
thanks to extensive weight-saving measures. The necessary 
variety of charging cables includes a fast charge connection 


which allows for up to 80 per cent of the battery’s capacity to be 
replenished in just 30 minutes. Meanwhile, a full charge from a 
standard household plug takes nine hours. Customers can purchase 
an optional wall box for home garage use, which provides a 3.6 kW 
supply and can recharge a battery in six hours. The e-up! comes with 
an extensive line-up of standard equipment including electronic air 
conditioning, cruise control, parking sensors plus auto activation for 
the wipers and headlights. Fresh styling features for the five-door 
electric version include beefier front bumpers which house LED 
running lights and a more angular back bumper which includes 
a prominent diffuser panel alongside a sharper tail light design. 
Like its conventionally-powered stablemate the e-up! features 
an innovative smartphone docking station which enables the 
driver’s phone to be turned into the car’s infotainment system. The 
smartphone can be used to select and play music, or as a navigation 
system. It can even display key systems data and tips from the 
Volkswagen Think Blue Trainer which coaches a driver in efficient 
driving techniques. The new e-up! is priced at £20,780 including the 
Government Plug-in Car Grant of £4,500. Deliveries are expected to 
begin in October. Alternatively it’s available from £275 per month 
on a Personal Contract Purchase (PCP) scheme, with a £900 deposit 
contribution. Volkswagen says that together with the all-electric 
e-Golf and hybrid versions of the Golf and Passat, the arrival of 
the e-up! represents the start of a significant acceleration toward 
electro-mobility for the German company with 30 more electric or 
plug-in hybrid models due to be launched by 2025. §

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MORE CIVIC DUTIES FOR SWINDON

THE latest Honda Civic Hatchback will make its global motor show debut at the Paris Motor Show in late September and provide a significant boost 
for the company’s plant at Swindon where it will be built for worldwide distribution. It’s the tenth edition of Honda’s top-selling model and the 
company says it has undertaken the most comprehensive research and development programme in its history before putting the car into 
production. Set to go on sale across Europe early next year, it will be showcased alongside the latest incarnation of the Turkish-built Civic saloon. 
Honda is keeping full details quiet until the car is revealed and has so far only released a teaser picture of the car’s rear end. Philip Crossman, 
managing director at Honda UK, says: .. the introduction of the new Civic heralds a new era for the plant in Swindon, as it will become the global 
manufacturing hub for the British-built Civic hatchback, and we are in a fantastic position going forward.” 



X MARKS THE SPOT FOR NEW MOKKA

THE SUCCESS of Vauxhalls Mokka compact SUV may well ha ve 
surprised many - possibly including its makers - and now there’s a 
new model which the company hopes will further increase its 
popularity to British buyers. Designated the Mokka X, it’s the first 
Vauxhall to introduce the “X” segment identifier which will also be 
used on future Vauxhall SUV and crossover vehicles. It will arrive 
in showrooms from October following its debut at the Geneva 
Motor Show later this month with prices from £17,590 and diesel 
models starting from £19,515. The Mokka has proven to be a huge 
success for Vauxhall since its introduction in 2013, surpassing 
120,000 sales in the UK since its launch, and is currently number 
one in its segment. The Mokka X has been given a bold new look 
by a design team led by Brit Mark Adams with a more solid and 
muscular stance. On the inside, there’s a completely new dashboard 
inspired by the new Astra. The centre stack has been redeveloped 
completely around the seven- and eight-inch touchscreens of the 
new generation infotainment systems. Now with fewer buttons, it 
has many functions that are accessible via the touchscreen. The 
new Mokka X introduces a new powertrain to the segment, adding 
the 1.4-litre Direct Injection Turbo (152PS) petrol unit to the range, 
in addition to the much-lauded 1.6-litre diesel engine introduced 
last year. The 1.4-litre Turbo is available with manual or six-speed 
automatic transmission, as well as adaptive all-wheel drive and 
start/stop. The petrol engine can achieve up to 47.1mpg combined 
and C02 emissions of 140g/km. 

High tech features will include LED Adaptive Forward Lighting 
(AFL) headlamps which adapts the headlights’ lighting patterns 



automatically to the driving situation to give the best possible 
fight performance without dazzling other road users. It features 
nine different functions, with the new LED system replacing the 
previous BiXenon AFL. The new Mokka X will be available with 
the personal connectivity and service assistant, OnStar, from 
launch. The system offers customers a broad range of safety and 
comfort services, including access to a trained advisor 24/7, 365 
days a year. It also turns the Mokka X into a 4G mobile Wi-Fi 
hotspot, allowing up to seven devices, from smartphones to 
tablets, to be connected simultaneously. In addition, two versions 
of the new generation IntelliLink infotainment system will make 
their debut in the Mokka X bringing the world of smartphones 
to the car via both Apple CarPlay and Android Auto phone 
projection. 


PEUGEOT’S HIGH-TECH SUV REVEALED

THE SUV onslaught on Europe’s roads will gather 
pace next year with the arrival of the all-new 
PEUGEOT 5008. With seven seats, its makers claim 
that the new 5008 is the first SUV to offer modularity 
on a par with that of the best people-carriers. A range 
of powerful and efficient petrol and diesel engines and 
trim levels - including sporty GT Line and GT 
versions - will be available when it goes on sale next 
Spring.

LUTON manager Nathan Jones sug¬ 
gested he’ll think twice about resting 
strike partnership Danny Hylton and 
Jack Marriott again after his side 
drew a blank in a disappointing 2-0 
defeat at Crawley. 

The Hatters boss made three chang¬ 
es by also dropping Pelly-Ruddock 
Mpanzu to bench and handing first 
Football League starts this term to 
Isaac Vassell, Josh McQuoid and 
Jonathan Smith. 

None of the trio finished the game as 
Hylton and Marriott - with seven goals 
between them already this term - were 
introduced in the 61st minute to try to 
rescue the League Two contest, with 
Town 1-0 down thanks to a first half 
James Collins header. 

Hylton played in a mask to protect a 
cracked cheekbone and he was 
adjudged to have fouled keeper Glenn 
Morris in the build-up to a late disal¬ 
lowed Marriott goal that would have 
levelled the scores, before an Enzio 
Boldewijn stoppage time sucker 
punch.

Asked if placing Marriott on the 
bench was a case of resting the 22-year- 
old striker, Jones said: “It is. They’re a 
partnership together, those two. Isaac 
would have probably replaced [Hylton] 
and then Josh has been chomping at 
the bit to play, so you’ve got to keep 
them involved and keep everyone 
interested. 

“But the most important thing for us 
is to get back to winning games. That’s 
what we’ll now have to try to do.”

Hatters misery at Crawley

A CHANGE is as good as a rest, goes the old 
proverb, but at Crawley it didn't do a thing to 
halt the Hatters' losing feeling. 

Time off for two of Town’s top scorers - 
Danny Hylton and Jack Marriott - didn’t pay¬ 
off and with the seven-goal strike pair joined 
by Pelly-Ruddock Mpanzu on the bench, so 
much potency was lost. 

It was telling that by the 71st minute, and 
with the Hatters 1-0 down to a James Collins 
first half header, all of manager Nathan Jones’ 
three changes - Isaac Vassell, Josh McQuoid 
and Jonathan Smith - had all departed and the 
forwards were thrown on for a rescue mission, 
but they couldn’t revive the visitors’ verve of a 
fortnight ago. 

To be fair to their boss, wholesale changes in 
the Checkatrade Trophy win at Gillingham 
worked. Here at a stadium bearing the same 
sponsor’s name, it didn’t, even though two 
were forced upon him after Hylton cracked his 
cheekbone against Grimsby and Glenn Rea 
injured his medial knee ligament in training. 

Luton shaded the first half without being 
spectacular but Vassell, Cameron McGeehan, 
McQuoid and Jordan Cook all failed to hit the 
target before they were sucker punched with a 
43rd minute Collins diving header, the effects 
of which they didn’t recover from until the 
final knockings. Even then, they went in 
search of a leveller without really threatening. 

Marriott had the ball in the net in stoppage 
time only for the linesman to rule it out for a 


Hylton foul on goalkeeper Glenn Morris in the 
build-up, while an Enzio Boldewijn breakaway 
goal at the death added a unflattering sheen to 
the scoreline. 

But so much will point to those three chang¬ 


es to the side that lost against Grimsby last 
week, that saw first Football League starts this 
term for McQuoid, Smith and Vassell. 

It wasn’t that the replacements did anything 
wrong, but it’s a tough ask to expect an instant 


rapport and nothing clicked for them or their 
team-mates. Still, there were goalscorers on 
the pitch but only a fizzing long range volley 
from McGeehan had keeper Glenn Morris 
scrambling across his line, while Cook wasted 
a McQuoid byline cutback in even more disap¬ 
pointing fashion. Both were wide of the mark, 
much like Luton’s afternoon. 

A brave intervention from Christian Walton 
in the Hatters goal denied Collins, which was 
as close as the hosts came before they eventu¬ 
ally broke the deadlock against the run of play, 
just before half time. Lewis Young crossed, 
Collins stooped low to head beyond the dive of 
Walton and the Hatters never recovered. 

Marriott and a masked Hylton replaced 
Vassell and McQuoid just after the hour, but 
only with five minutes to go did Luton threat¬ 
en the home goal again, Johnny Mullins, 
Sheehan’s and Marriott were all denied by 
conventional means before the latter found a 
raised flag had ended any hope of a point. 

With Luton’s unanswered protestations still 
ringing in referee Gavin Ward’s ears, Boldewijn 
raced clear and dinked over the outrushing 
Walton to seal a second straight defeat. 

It’s a change of fortunes, which needs quick 
solution.
